Whe average man will be astonished to know that the 
breed of fast trotters and pacers did not exist half a 
century ago. That in 1845, 2:30 was thought to be the 
speed limit, and that trotting races were rare, while 
now the continent is studded with stock farms, with 
many millions invested; that about 1,500 meetings are 
held annually, at which $5,000,000 in stakes and purses 
are competed for, and that just as all countries go to 
England for the thoroughbred so all the civilized world 
comes to America for the trotter. 

As all roads lead to Rome, so all the branches of the 
great trotting family go back to imported Messenger 
through his greatest descendant, Hambletonian, who 
was born, bred and lived his life in Orange County, 
N. Y., which may well be named the birthplace and 
cradle of the racer. 

As speed is the test of the progress of the breed. and 








to this 


the record at the wire the proof of quality and value, it 
will be of interest to note the development from the 
date when the famous Lady Suffolk first trotted in 2.30 
or better in 1845 to the present time, when the record is 
1.5832. On Oct. 13, 1845, tife gray mare Lady Suffolk, et 
the Beacon course, Hoboken, N. J., trotted in 2.2934. 
Through her sire, Engineer, and the sire of her dam, 
Don Quixote, she traced direct back to Messenger. In 
1849 Pelham, of unknown pedigree, reduced the record 
to 2.28. He was a converted pacer, which shows that 
even at that early period the interchangeability of the 
gaits was understood. Highland Maid, another ex- 
pacer, in 1853 reduced the mark to 2.27. Then came 
that remarkable mare, Flora Temple, who, over the 
Union course, East New York, driven by Hiram Wood- 
ruff, went under the wire in 2.2444. Flora Temple con- 
tinued her victorious career till she. at Kalamazoo, 
Mich., on Oct, 15, 1859, trotted in 219%, being the first 
of her race to get below 2.20. The record was hailed as 
the limit at the gait, while a few visionaries talked of a 
possible 2.10. 

In 1867 the brown gelding Dexter, by Hambletonian 
10, dam Clara, by American Star, at Buffalo, N. Y., cut 
the record to 2.174%. He was driven by Budd Doble, 
then @ young man, who is still on the turf in all the 
Vigor of a green old age.

Speed Limit, but it Has Been Steadily 


firmly of the opinion to-day, that the marvelous Maid, 
had she been on the track at the present time, would 
have been a champion. Goldsmith Maid was an 
“inbred,” being by Abdallah 15, a son of Hambletonian, 
while her dam was Ab, by Abdallah I, the sire of Ham- 
bietonian. 

While the number of fast horses increased and the 
stock farms were increasing their output and breeding 
more intelligently for the great object in view, the 
record was again broken on August 3, 1878, when John 
Splan, at Buffalo, trotted Rarus in 2134. He was at 
once retired, as Mr. Bonner bought him for $35,000. 

In 1879 St. Julien, by Volunteer, he by Hamble- 
tonian, at Oakland, Cal., went in 2:12%, and later re- 
duced it to 2:114. Then came the queen of the trotting 
turf, Maud 8., by Harold. Harold was by Hamble-

Cresceus, the first stallion to win the world's trotting | 
record, shot under the wire in 202K. A week later, at 
Columbus, he cut it to 202\. 

When the season of 1903 opened there was not the 
slightest expectation of any reduction of the trotting 
record. Major Delmar had a record of 2.06}¢, but no 
one saw in him a future champion. Lou Dillon was | 
an unknown quantity. She was advertised for sale, 
and though she was known to be phenomenally fast, 
the professional! trotting world did not like her pedigree 
or her personality. Asa resultthe “regulars” did not 
bid for her. The bidding was between C. K. G. Billings 


cured the first two minute trotter and the greatest mare 
of the century. Lou Dillon's pedigree goes up to Ham- 
bletonian through Sidney Dillon and Happy Medium, 
though about 50 per cent. of her pedigree is unknown as 
thoroughbred. At Readville, Mass., on August 2, she 
trotted in 2.00 and thus realized the dreams of the 
enthusiasts. 

This looked like glory enough for one season, but in 
the meantime a new star had appeared in the bay 
gelding Major Delmar. Starting the season with a 
record of 2.0534, on Sept. 25, at the Empire City track, 
he went in 2.00 and divided regal bonors with Lou 
Dillon. Major Delmar belongs to the Electioneer- 
Wilkes branch of the trotting family. 

This looked like the climax, but on Oct. BD, at | 
Wichita, Cresceus trotted In 1:59%, and on Oct. %, Lou 
Dillon regained her throne by trotting Im 1:5844. Itis 
worthy of note that these last two performances were 
without the aid of the much discussed wind shield. 

Such in brief is the marvelous history of the speed 
progress of the trotter.and though improved tracks, 
the bicycle sulky and better training methods have as- 
sisted, the wonderful development in speed is mainly 
due to the American breeder who has succeeded in pro- 
ducing the greatest type of the equine family. 

The story of the trotter would be incomplete without 
a note ag to his value. The highest price ever paid for 
a trotier was $125,000, at which figure J. Maicolm 
Forbes bought the two-year-old trotter Arion, 2:10%, 
from the late Senator Leland Stanford. While a few 
thoroughbreds have been sold at a higher figure, this is 
still the high-water mark for a two-year-old of any

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THE OREOS AMATEUR FOOTBALL TEAM. 
They Hail From Asbury Park, N. J., Have a Record to be Proud of, and There is Not a Professional or Hired Player in the Party, Hence the Prominent Place Given

Hambletonian. On Aug. 12, 1880, at Rochester, N. Y., 
she trotted in 2:11%, and then went on to 2:10%, 2:103¢ 
and 2:10%, and the trotting world saw that 2:10 was in 
sight. Then from the West came Jay-Eye-See, who at 
Providence, R. I., Aug. 1, 1884, placed the record at 
2:10. Jay-Eye-See was by Dictator (brother to Dexter, 
2:17%), by Hambletonian. He was the monarch of a 
day, for at Cleveland on Aug. 2 Maud 8. trotted in 
2:09%, and regained her throne. Her final triumph 
came a year later, when she cut the record down to 
2:08%. Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt sold her to Robert Bon- 
ner for $40,000, and she was duly retired. It has always 
been a universal regret that this great mare never had 
afoal, The last of the old high-wheel sulky champions 
was Sunol, who in 1891, over the kite track at Stockton, 
Cal., went in 2:0834, and again Mr. Bonner’s desire to 
own champions was 80 great that he paid $41,000 for 
her. 

The marvelous speed achieved by bicyclists led 
horsemen and the manufacturers of sulkies to conceive 
the idea that the small tire wheels would get round 
turns quicker, and that there would be far less resist- 
ance than with the old high wheels, with steel tires, 
They were introduced in 1892, and there was at once a 
reduction in time. Nancy Hanks, who in 1891 had 
trotted in 2:09 with the old wheels, in 1892 in a series of 
performances successively reduced her record to 2:04. 
She is by Happy Medium, dam Nancy Lee, by Dictator, 
both of Hambletonian. Then came the mare, Alix, 
the greatest combination of speed, proportion, style 
and quality which bad yet appeared upon the trotting 
turf. At Galesburg, Ill., Sept. 19, 1894, she trotted in 
2:0334. 

For six years the battle was waged against time and 
every assault was a failure until it was declared that

fused for Allerton, 2:09. Mr. Smathers paid $40,000 
for Major Delmar, a gelding. 

No resume of the progress of speed in the light har- 
ness horse would be complete without a reference to 
the pacer. For years the Grand Circuit offered no 
purses for pacers. In the palmy days of the famous 
sealskin brigade in New York, when Commodore 
Vanderbilt, Robert Bonner, Frank Work and their 
friends owned stables of roadsters which cost fortunes, 
there was not a pacer in them. Asa distinct breed it 
ceased to exist except in the notable exception of the 
Tom Hal family, in Tennessee, which has provided 
such champions as Little Brown Jug, 2.11%, and Star 
Pointer, 1.59.44. who, as far back as 1897, made his 
record of 1.59%, being the first horse to ever draw a 
sulky below the 2.00 mark. 

In spite of the breeders, the most fashionably bred 
sires and dams would produce a certain proportion of 
pacers, and at last it dawned upon the minds of 
breeders that the gaits were interchangeable, and that, 
as the pacing gait was the fastest, and as the public 
wanted speed, the pacer had a legitimate place in the 
racing arena. 

Asa rule, in the long battle against time, though the 
pacer was vastly outnumbered by the trotter and fash- 
ionable owners and trainers always gave the latter the 
preference, he was the fastest horse. 

Away back in 1839 Drover paced in 2:28, In 1852, 
seven years before Flora Temple trotted in 2:19%, Pet 
paced in 2:1844. On June 21, 1855, Pocahontas cut the 
mark to 2:174. Thenin 1896 Jobn R. Gentry put the 
record at 2:€044, while the trotting at that date was 
2:0844. Then came that great side-wheeler Star Pointer, 
who in 1897 put the mark at 1:5914, where it stood till 
the present season. 

At Brighton Beach, Aug. 21, Dan Patch went against 
the track record, and landed in 1:59. Dan Patch is by

quick response, and at Memphis, on Oct. 22, Dan Patch 
cut the record to 1:56\.

On this page is a photograph of the Oreos football 
team of Asbury Park, N. J. Look them over carefully 
for they are undoubtedly the best armateur team in the 
country. It might seem, at first glance, as if this state- 
ment was open to argument, but it isn’t, and if any 
carping critic-with a bank roll should happen to wander 
out of the bushes, he can get a few healthy bets without 
very much trouble. 

There is a chance here for a good long story, but there 
isn’t the space, so what is written will heave to be brief 
and to the point. 

The Oreos were in the football tournament at Madison 
Square Garden, New York city, recently, and in order 
that they might receive their quietus quickly they 
were pitted on the first night against the heavy Water- 
town, N, Y., team, who outweighed them twenty 
pounds to a man.

I have tried these exercises and I know their full 
value, and I invite correspondence on the subject from 
all who are interested. 

I have taken many atbletic courses, and have made 
a study of them, and I know just how essential good 
wind is. 

As chest developers these exercises are simply great. 

They are invaluable for the man with weak 
lungs. ‘ 

I have seen letters from many aspiring athletes in 
which they say they are all right, so far as their 
muscles are concerned, but that they are short-winded, 

They have neglected the proper breathing exercises, 

If they studied under a competent master, like Attila, 
for instance, they would have no such trouble, but to 
many young men, and old men, for that matter, such 
a course is out of the question, for the simple reason 
that the trip to New York would be too expensive. 

The exercises are a fitting conclusion to the great

Clasp right wrist with the left hand, as shown in 
plate.

This means to 
begin by expanding the abdomen, then the whole 
frame of the body until the chest swells out. Now 
hold your breath, draw in the abdomen quickly, 
and hold it in. lungs have become

Resisting with the left 
arm, pull up the right as high as you can go, If you 
raise the hand high enough you will work the shoulder

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BOWLING IS 
GREAT SPORT 


BY THE TROPHY WINNER.

‘Hints For Beginners and Good Pin 


Shots on the Alleys. 


* 


The season of bowling is now pretty well advanced, 
and judging from the amount of enthusiasm which 
prevails all over the country there is no doubt about it 
far surpassing all other forms of indoor amusement 
in point of popular interest. Bowling ts not a fad, as 
some people seem tothink. It is a game that requires 
all of a man’s attention, if he intends to be up with the 
top-notchers, 
| Anyone can learn to bowl. In lifting the ball from 

the runway don’t grab it with both hands; one hand is 

plenty strong enough to handle it. 
Turn the ball over until the holes in it are facing up- 
|. ward, insert the thumb and second finger and lift it 
from its position, letting the arm hang naturally by 
| the side, Then walk to the position you desire behind 
| the foul line. 
| Stand erect, face the pins and let the weight of the 
ball rest in your left hand. Startin the centre of the 
| ajley and throw a straight ball down the centre. Two 
| 
| 





steps and a slide, beginning and ending with the left 
foot, is the best. This way a man is not awkward and 
easily develops his own style. Heshould keep up the 
centre ball until he is accustomed to the swing and get- 
| ting the ballaway. There is a certain knack in this, 
| but once a man learns it the rest is easy. 
The object is to get a bead on the 1—3 pins and en- 
| deavor to place the ball right there with all your 
energy. 

After the beginner has mastered the delivery he can 
branch outin other directions. He can take up the 
cross ball from the right-hand corner, which 1s consid- 
ered the most eflective. His first lessons have given 
him a mastery over starting, and itis not long before 
he can throw a perfectly straight ball into 1—3. Then 
if he finds that the erect or upright position does not 
suit him, be can try the stooping position, but the up- 
right start is the best for beginners, 

So. much fer the first ball. Spare bowling is a true 
test of a man’s ability. “Spare bowling is what counts,” 
is an aphorism of the alleys. Straightstrikes are better 
than straight spares, but it is next to Impossible to 
make many strikes In succession, while the science of 
bowling will permit a man to make every framea 
spare, And unless strikes do come in succession, they 
are but little better than spares. 

There are certain balls that are called strike balls, 
which if bowled will result the greater number of times 
in strikes, and therein is a bowler’s skill shown, 

But the fortunes of the game turn a great meny 
strike balls into the worst of “splits” and a great many 
“split” balls into fluke strikes. The element of chance 
is not nearly so great in spare bowling, for the majority 
of spares have to be made in certain ways. A difficult 
spare will call for more applause than any strike. 

They say that it is no longer aspare game that counts 
and that a man has to bea “bunch’’ bowler to keep up 
with the procession. But, if you will notice, the man 
who gets his spares is generally there with a good score 
when the tenth frame has been bowled. 

There are only one or two exceptions to the general 
rule in going for spares. When No. 10 stares you in 
the face shift over a little to the left of the middle and 
cross for it. 

With No. 6 or No.9 up, throw a perfectly straight 
ball, When you go for your spares the same way all 
the time you are less Hable to become confused, and a 
man who doesn’t get rattled easily makes a good 
bowler, as a general rule. 

The fast ball is not the most effective. The | est 
bowlers in the country bowl a moderately fast ball. 
There is such a thing as too mych speed, and when a 
ball rips through the pins at hghtning speed there are 
many “ railroads "’ or ‘splits,’”’as they are termed in 
this section of the country. 

A medium fast ball will do the work, and does not 
sacrifice accuracy. A beginner, too, should not start 
out with the idea thata curve makes the bowler. A 
curve is one of the most effective balls thrown, but it is 
also the hardest to control. Very few bowlers who use 
the curve ball have a mastery over it, and the curve 
ball does not work on all alleys. Some of the best 
bowlers in the country throw a side ball perfectly 
straight. 

Another mistake made by novices is beginning with 
a small ball, with the idea that they can get direction in 
this way. Thatis wrong. It 1s advisable to use a regu- 
lation ball, even if it is hard to handle, for a small ball 
goes through the pins. 

Take a big ball, even if you can barely keep it on the 
alley at first; keep at it and it will not be very lung be- 
fore you can acquire speed. After that the rest will 
come to you. 

Bowlers should always wear bowling shoes, even if it 
is only for asingle game. A man thus shod has an ad- 
vantage over his fellow bowlers, as he feels perfectly 
| natural, and has command of bis feet, which means 
| command of the ball. 

It is & toss-up which is the best kind of a sole to use, 
Elk hide is the favorite among the most prominent 
bowlers, as it allows a little slide. The slide gives one 
momentum, which is of great benefit in adding to the 
speed of the ball without disturbing the equilibrium. 
Still, smooth rubber is also good, but one must have 
slippery runway to use it. 

All these little things tend to make one a good bowler, 
and each should receive attention in its turn. When 
one has learned all these things then he can begin to 
watch for results, and the keeping of one’s average will 
be something that will add to the pleasure of the game
